Smugglers have tv;o routes in the Nary png-dong arsa, one about ft i tr^n kilo- 
meters east of the town at Pungin-dong ( 130 - 00 , h 2-- 55) » the other eig.it kilo- 
meters south at SuIcupo ( appro r.l-ately I29~55e L2«52)° They do not use the 
Patrolled bridges but instead ford the Tumen River; although impassible during 
the rainy season, it can be crossed easily at shallow water, especially at 
Junctions with tributaries. 

Although guards on both sides of the border are expected to fire at smuggler • 
if they see then, actually they are not overly conscientious. If a smuggler 
can get halfway across from the North Korean to the Manchurian side, he is 
relatively safe fror Manchurian fire.
